R u m o rs A bout th e T erm in atio n o f th e 
llig S trike. 
N rw York, February 3d.—The air is full 
of rum ors about negotiations looking to 
tlie term ination of the big strike, some of 
which are of W all street origin, and some 
are credited (o the Executive Committees 
of the District Assemblies. The former 
allege that the men will all he at work 
again w ithin :M houra. The managers of 
the strike, however, assert with much em ­ 
phasis that they are doing all in their 
power to extend it. They are endeavoring 
to take in all the towns on the coast be­ 
tween Maine and Florida. 
This only 
could he done by exerting the great influ­ 
ence District Assembly No. 4!) has with 
thetienera! Executive Hoard of the Knights 
of U bo< and then only by sending repre­ 
sentative men with orders to the different 
District Assemblies at I’ytbagorus Hull, 
the Knights’ headquarters. The new idea 
of the strikeis, of refusing to pay rent, 
was the uppermost topic of discussion. 
One of the delegates, well informed as to 
what is going on in the council of District 
Assembly No. 49, says : 
“ I only know it 
is being talked up by the heads of all the 
Assemblies. 
Many regard it as the trum p 
card to be played. Tbe idea is for the 
K nights in New York, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City to refuse to pay a cent of rent 
to their landlords until the present strike 
has been settled in favor of the working­ 
men. 
It is purely an Irish idea, adopted 
from Farneli. 
We are told there are at 
least 45.000 K nights in New York, Jersey 
City and Brooklyn who are already said 
to be committed to il. If the plans were 
carried out the Courts would be so blocked 
with ejectment cases that some of them 
could not be reached for m onths.” 


LITTLE FREIGHT MOVING. 
Very little freight is being moved along 
the river front this morning, and most of 
the railroad piers on the West Side are still 
closed. The New York Central baa 150 
men at work discharging the Wig lloais that 
for the past few days have been tied at the 
piar, but the progress made is very slow.

continued until 2 o'clock, w hen the resolu­ 
tion was laid aside w ithout action, and the 
Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the bill to prohibit members of Congress 
front acting as attorneys for subsidized rail­ 
road companies. 
Evarts addressed the Senate in opposi­ 
tion to the bill. lie favored the am end­ 
ment proposed to be otfered as a substitute 
to the hill by the Senator front Delaware. 
That substitute made it unlawful for any 
member of Congress to accept employment 
as general counsel or attorney, or to receive 
paym ent for set vices as such counsels or 
attorneys, from subsidized railroad compa­ 
nies ; with the proviso that it shall not be 
construed to prevent members of Congress 
from appearing as.-urh counsel in State or 
Federal Courts in suit; in which tlie United 
Slates is not a party.

Tbe I.mtisi ilia Sugar Jlowl and J'arm ,/ntir- 
nal, alter m aking an investigation of tfie 
subject, says : 
“ W hile the tret s were cut 
down everywhere else (ai d such has been 
tbe case in former years), but few were* 
killed on*rigbt in the Tropical Betid re­ 
gion, Lower ('oust, Plaquemines parish. 
We speak from recent p. rstuuil observa­ 
tion, having ridden <l*-\vn and Luck by the 
road and closely scanned c\i-ry grove. We 
haveduring tlie past sum m er several tim es 
visited Ursdisii Johnson's orange farm, 
where, of 110,0H0 Ir- es, we do not believe a 
dozen trees wer-.- killed. 
It is true, all 
orange lrets on the Lower Coast were 
somewhat hurt by iast winter - severe coid, 
but in most cases it was only the young, 
fruit-bearing wood that wi ■- 
z--nT anti 
not ail of that, tor wc saw several luggers 
laden with the fruit grown this season. 
For twenty years I with an interested mo­ 
tive) this writer has closely watched the 
attempts to cultivate oranges in different 
poriinns of the State, and never had faith 
in any section but that named, the exten­ 
sive Lower Coast region. 
As evidence th at 
the industry is not living, we will state that 
more orange groves arc this year being 
planted than ever before, and some on a 
large scale, for Nairn plantation—formerly 
the most southerly of Lutiisiar-a sugar 
places— has been divided in tracts lor 
orange groves, and thousands of young 
trees were this year planted there.” 
The Florida Times-Vuion referring to the 
same subject says : “ The orange crop of 
Louisiana last year am ounted to 135,000 
barrel*, equivalent to 800.000 boxes, but 
this year not enough wiil lie raised for 
home consumption, and Louisiana dealets 
are purchasing heavily in Florida. 
The 
frosts last winter which in Florida de­ 
slio el t e fruit merely, was heavy enough 
in Louisiana to kill [toe tr- e- also. 
It will 
lx- several years betore Louisiana lias any 
orange crop to speak of.”

BAR THEM OUT. 


A t a Socialistic meeting in San F ran ­ 
cisco W ednesday night, a sjieaker, proba­ 
bly not yet fully imbued with Anarchism, 
attem pted to say something about the rela­ 
tion of whisky to the workingman, where­ 
upon a howl was set up, and the Chairman 
declared th at any reference to liquor and 
th e workingman was out of order. 
The 
speaker attem pted to explain th at he 
wished to treat the question from an eco­ 
nomic and political standpoint, 
it was of 
no av a il; out from the clouds of foul to­ 
bacco smoko came a chorus of shouts to sit 
down upon him, and lie was “ sat down 
upon ” accordingly. Several speeches were 
then made of an indifferent character, un­ 
til one Fabre took the floor and fed the 
appetite of the ruffianly crowd by urging 
th e Socialists to unite and overthrow the 
Governm ent and repeat the French Com­ 
mune in America. 
Of course the bloody- 
minded fellow was enthusiastically ap­ 
plauded. 
W ho were these fellows thus 
approving? 
Europeans, of course, who^ 
coming to the U nited States, brought with 
them faith in anarchism ; men who fail to 
comprehend th at there is here no govern­ 
ing and no governed class; men who would 
destroy the safeguards that guarantee them 
the liberty of speech they abuse; who en­ 
joy privileges aud ojqiortunities possible 
to them nowhere else; who are invested by 
th is Government 
w ith 
the supremest 
sovereignty known to m en ; who would 
wreck the refuge that shelters them ; who 
find in order, law and organized society 
only checks to the spirit of the mob and 
the greed of the thief who follows upon 
th e trail of the red flag wherever it invites 
th e torch and to pillage. Thiscountry is too 
free for such rascally fellows as these. There 
is not law enough for them ; laws th at will 
conserve freedom of speech, but choke the 
preaching of conspiracy against self-gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Of course, Fahre and his greasy 
followers amount to little ; their chatter 
aud rant in a smoky hall in San Francisco 
is as nothing among the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of law-abiding people in California. 
Bnt they are a type of the spirit of Social­ 
ism, the devotees of which are augmented 
jn num ber by constant importations. Such 
meetings as th at referred to,emphasize the 
need to put up the 
bars against this 
verm in. 
It is [touring into the country 
under cheap fares and quick transit very 
rapidly.

charged to their ranks, and thus the crim ­ 
inal element is recruited because the State 
does absolutely nothing to help the pun­ 
ished man to abandon old ways and pursue 
the new paths in which his feet are placed. 
If experience proves, therefore, th at the 
parole system is economical for the State, 
reform atory for the prisoner, reclaims from 
the vicious element and not endangers so­ 
ciety, why not adopt it? 
Theoretically, it 
will do these th iu g s; practically, it does 
accomplish them. 


S f.n a t o r V u o o m a n ’s bill, to amend 
the code relating to libel, gives opportu­ 
nity to publishers to retract after demand, 
before damages can be assessed against 
them . 
The bill is commendable. 
The 
agency th at unjustifiably assails character 
should be employed to undo its work. 
If 
its management fails or refuses to do this, 
then let damages be measured against it. 
The “ Retraction Bill,” introduced in one 
of the houses a few years ago, was a de­ 
fensible bill, and should have become a 
law. 
T hat measure provided for compul­ 
sory retraction in the columns th at libeled, 
through the agency of a decree of Court. 
And why not? 
If a newspaper wounds 
character, why should it not be adjudged, 
having no defense, to make restitution by 
notifying the 
same 
reading 
clientage 
reached by the libel th at the first publica­ 
tion was false? 
Under any other law the 
guilty party can refuse to repair the injury 
done, and upon the iunocent is thrown the 
entire burden of publishing to the world, 
as fully as the libel was given circulation, 
the fact th a t a wrong has been done. Mr. 
Vrooman’s bill is in the direction of the 
retraction bill referred to, and so far as it 
goes is wise, and should become a law. 
It 
protects publishers from punishm ent for 
mere mistakes, or the blunders or malice 
ol employes, securing them against more 
than nominal damages where fair steps are 
taken by them to right the wrong. 
To 
such a measure there eau Ire no sulistantial 
objection raised. 


O f f i c e r s of the N ational G uard in San 
Francisco declare th at if the State refuses 
to provide reasonably for the maintenance 
of the Guard, the commands will be dis­ 
banded. O f course this should not be taken 
as a threat merely, but as an evidence of 
the sincerity of the guardsmen in their pe­ 
tition for the sup[K>rt of the organization ; 
that abandonment will be a necessity, 
since the men cannot, after giving of their 
time and energy for the support of the or­ 
ganized m ilitia companies, and much of 
their means, also tax themselves for uni­ 
forms and other necessities. 
If the State 
does not award the regiments the aid they 
really need, they would certainly he ju sti­ 
fied in disbanding. 
The N ational Guard 
is an essential arm of the Government. 
Upon its maintenance depends largely the 
execution of the laws, the encouragement 
of the m ilitary spirit, and the preservation 
of a nucleus around which, in tim e of 
trouble, the citizen soldiers of the State 
can rally. W e believe the Legislature will 
not neglect the < iuard, or put aside the im ­ 
portance of fostering it and so conserving 
it as to encourage men to enter it, and 
maintain it upon a high grade of excel­ 
lence. 


T h e r e is strength and wisdom in the 
suggestion of David Dudley Field to have 
nominations ma«le on registration day, and 
have the voter make a nomination when 
he signs his name. 
Almost anything 
would be bet ter than the rule of the caucus 
under the domination of the bosses. 
The 
proposition of Mr. Field is open to dis­ 
cussion, hut prima facie it commends itself. 
In New York, out of 1,500,000 people, the 
government rests in 200,000, of whom but 
50,00t> are on the primary enrollment, and 
of these not over 25,000 ever voted, and 
hence 25,000 people say whom all «-hall 
vote for.

SENATE. 


Sacramento, February 3 ,1887. 
The Senate m et at 11 o’clock a . m . 
S. B. 3, to repeal Section 1422 of Title 8 of the 
Civil Code, which reads : “ The rights of ripar­ 
ian proprietors are not affected by the provisions 
of the title.” 
Bowers, author of the bill, read an extended, 
wandering aud disgruntled speech iu support of 
the bill. 
It was exceedingly . aud foolishly 
partisan in favor of Southerii California, while 
the speaker had the bad taste and poor judg­ 
ment to refer to this section of the State as 
“ the frozen north,” and, with utter contempt 
for the truth, asserted by indirection that while 
citrus fairs could be held iu Central California, 
the fruit exhibited in them came from the 
southern part of the State. The speech was so 
erratic, and so surcharged with back-action 
and Iseli-refutation, that the friends of the bill 
tried to bring it to a premature end, but the 
sj>eaker asserted his ownership of the progress­ 
ing oration and insisted upon steering it iu his 
own fashion and landing it in his own good 
time, and he carried out that programme. 
His 
reading occupied the morning session. 
After recess Mr. White, of Los Angeles, ad­ 
dressed the Senate iu favor of the bill, review­ 
ing somewhat the views he had before ex­ 
pressed, w hereiu he was opposed to ousting the 
Supreme Court because they administered the 
laws as they found them. lie still held those 
views, but'believing that the particular law' 
then in question was a bad one, he was in favor 
of its repeal. lie appealed first to the miners, 
endeavoring to show by reading from numerous 
authorities that the industry of mining was de- 
l>endont for its continuance on the doctrine of 
appropriation. He claimed that the decisions 
of the Courts w'ere to the effect that while ri­ 
parian owners can legally divert a small portion 
of the waters of a stream for the purposes of ag­ 
riculture. a person who did not own property on 
the stream had no ri^lit to take water therefrom 
for irrigation, even it the riparian ow ners are 
not injured, aud held that the repeal of the 
section would injure no one. He appealed to 
Democrats to stand by the platform on which 
they were elected. 
Mr. Conklin considered the luw a good one 
and that the very best reasou for retaining it is 
that it is in consonance with the Constitution. 
He would oppose a measure that takes from oue 
to give to another. 
Mr. Goucher thought the people demanded 
I he repeal of the section, aud that appropria­ 
tion of wuter was had under the law as it was, 
but that there were smull streams that could 
yet be appropriated. 
Mr. Chinie was in favor of a measure in the 
interest of the entire State, and as distinguished 
gentlemen disagree uj»oii this vital question, 
favored referring it to a committee which might 
thoroughly examine the same and report, as it 
was toó weighty a question to be settled merely 
by a vote. He 'deprecated the slurs cast by Mr. 
Bowers on Northern California. In conclusion, 
he moved to make the bill the srecial order for 
Tuesday next after reading the Journal. 
1 he bill was read the second time, and Mr. 
Cluuie’s motion prevailed, making it a special 
order. 
TIIF. FIRST LAW'. 
A. B. 195 was then taken up out of order. It 
gives Los Angeles county two more Superior 
Judges.

Alter some farther discussion. Brooks moved 
to make it a special order for Monday, immedi­ 
ately after the rearing of the journal. A roll­ 
en! 1 was demanded. Brierly moved a call of the 
House, which was ordered. 
Six members who were absent without per­ 
mission were ordered to be brought in by the 
Sergeant-at Arms. A half-hour later tliat officer 
brought before the bar ol the House Mes*rs. 
Maun. Curry, Scary and Colbert. The Speaker 
said to them that during their absence there 
had been a call of the House, ami asked what 
excuse, if any, they had to ofier for their ab­ 
sence. Mr. Mann said he had gone to the Post­ 
office to mail a letter: Colbert said lie was sick 
in bed : Curry was in the Library, enjoying a 
“ tete-a-tete" with a friend; while SearvAvaa 
“ in the well ” getting something to eat. 
Brasieof Amador arose and said ; Mr. Speaker, 
it pains me, sir, to have at this time to call the 
attention of the m em bersot this House to the 
gravity of the offense of which the prisoners at 
the bar arc guilty. Sir, we are here to legislate 
in the interest of the people of this State : the 
time so consumed is tlieirs, not ours, aud it 
costs the dear people just 8240 an hour. Now, 
sir. it is a well known faet that the prisoners at 
the bar. by their neglect of duty to their constit­ 
uency, by absenting themselves from the halls 
ot legislation, have caused one hour’s loss of 
tim e—a loss to the State of 8240. 1 therefore 
move you, sir, that they each be fined in the 
sum ot 140 and be remanded to the custody of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms until such fine is paid. 
Tnc motion received several seconds. 
Coombs moved that in addition to the tine of 
SlQ they bo imprisoned in the well for one hour. 
Yariel arose to a point of order. He said they 
should not be fined aud confined at the same 
time. The (’hair held that the i»oint of order 
was not well taken. 
After several propositions were considered, 
the prisoners were sentenced to p*y a fine of 51 
each, and be confined for one hour in the tower 
of the State Capitol. The fines were promptly 
paid, and the sentence served in the uppermost 
dome of the Capitol building.

Ohleyer called for the special order, which 
was, Shall the enacting clause of A. B. 146 be 
stricken out? This is the bill, introduced by 
Ohleyer, makiug hydraulic mining a felony. 
Mr. Ohleyer took the floor and made a speech in 
favor of his bill, lasting nearly two hours. He 
reviewed the entire situation, described the im­ 
mense damage that had been wrought to the 
navigable streams and the farms in the Sacra­ 
mento valley by the operation of hydraulic 
mines. 
He gave 
iacls from his personal 
knowledge 
and 
statistics 
gathered 
from 
many reliable sources 
in 
support of his 
bill. He said there was not an Assemblyman 
upon the floor who had spoken in opposition to 
this bill who had not asserted that the mining 
done by their constituents did not affect, in the 
least, the navigable waters of the State. Grant­ 
ing these statements to be true, then their con­ 
stituents were not affected by this bill, and 
their opposition was uncalled for. The miners 
are dictatorial. They say : “ We own those val­ 
leys, we own those rivers, aud we will cover 
them over and till them up with debris.” The 
speeeh of Mr. Ohleyer was a most exhaustive 
and a masterly summary of the valley’s case, 
and was characterized with great earnestness 
of conviction in the cause he championed. 
Carroll of Sacramento spoke against striking 
out the enacting clause. He was not, however, 
in favor o! passing extreme or oppressive meas­ 
ures. The bill, he thought, could be amended 
so that exact justice could be done to all. He 
reviewed the question iu all its phases. He had 
lived in this city for many years aud knew of 
the damage done to the rivers and valleys. He 
had lived in the mines and knew’ the modus 
operandi of the hydraulic miners. His speech 
while conservative was full of statistical facts, 
aud while not upbraiding in character, was a 
calm, deliberate, and well timed exposition of 
the position of the valley people. 
Hart of Colusa was opposed to the striking 
out of the enacting clause, but would not sup­ 
port tho bill unless amended. ]t was too radi­ 
cal. 
Sims of Nevada made a strong and eloquent 
appeal In favor of striking out the enacting 
clause of the bill, which ne regarded little 
short of infamous. He mentioned oue ridge in 
Nevada county that is estimated to contain 
over 5150,000,000 of gold, which, by such legisla­ 
tion, would be rendered valueless. He paid a 
high tribute to the manhood, industry and in­ 
telligence of the inhabitants of the mining 
counties. They were not vanda’s ; they were 
not felons; they were as hum ane and big- 
hearted a people as existed in this or any other 
country. He said this Legislature could not 
afford to antagonize the miners of the mount­ 
ains, who are intelligent, refined, and law-abid­ 
ing citizens. Patience, in time, ceases to be a 
virtue. They have oceans of water stored iu 
the mountains, while the streams are fdled with 
debris. If these flood-gates were opened sim­ 
ultaneously when the mountain streams are 
swollen, running torrents, the valleys and rivers 
would be ruined. Your fair plains would be 
covered with debris, your rivers destroyed for 
navigation, your inland cities left in ruins. The 
speaker said he would not say that the miners 
would do such a thing, but they should not be 
driven to 
this temptation to retaliate by 
the 
enactment 
of 
such 
an 
unjust 
and 
obnoxious 
measure. 
There 
should 
be some peaceable and conciliatory measure 
passed. Both sides had suffered, both were in­ 
terested in the common welfare of the State, 
their interests were mutual, they should live in 
unity, ami one so far as possible lend a helping 
hand to the other. 
Brush* of Amador, Yariel of Plumas, Shana­ 
han of Shasta, all spoke in similar strains. 
Brusie made a forcible, eloquent and very sar­ 
castic speech, iu which he referred to the re­ 
marks of Mr. Ohleyer as beiug a “ conglomera­ 
tion of moss-backed chestnuts.” 
In reply to Mr. Brusie, Mr. Ohleyer referred 
rather playfully to him as the Bruiser from 
Amador. 
Curry of San Francisco moved the previous 
question, and the enacting clause was stricken 
out by the following vote :

The Defense Introducing Testimony of a 
Sensational Character. 
Interest in the case of the People against 
Milton 
M cW horter, 
tor 
manslaughter, 
seems to increase as the case progresses. 
Y esterday the Court-room was crowded with 
spectators, who listened attentively to the 
testimony given by the witnesses, which 
! was of an unusually interesting, if not sen­ 
sational, character, in the opening state­ 
m ent by counsel for the defense it was 
stated that evidence would be introduced to 
substantiate the charges made by defendant 
in his paper reflecting upon the official in­ 
tegrity and character of the deceased, T. G. 
Robinson, for the taking of whose life the 
defendant is on trial. 
Testimony of that 
character was promised for the purpose of 
showing, according to the statem ent of 
counsel, that the defendant was not m aking 
idle charges against the deceased in order 
to provoke him into a quarrel, nor to merely 
gratify an alleged m alignant prejudice on 
the part of the defendant. 
On the opening of the Court yesterday, 
Seth M artin was recalled by the defense. 
H e testified that he once had a conversa­ 
tion w ith Robinson in reference to his call­ 
ing as an anti-hydrau’.ic agent, and urged 
upon Robinson that it was a dangerous 
business to be engaged in, and the latter 
rem arked that he “ always went fixed.” 
On cross-examination witness said he 
had never informed M cW horter of this re­ 
m ark of Robinson. As a rule the men en­ 
gaged as Robinson was were spoken of in 
the m ining section as “ spies.” 
On redirect exam ination witness said that 
Robinson had never referred, in his pres­ 
ence. to being in any way physically dis­ 
abled. 
Judge I. H . Craddock, of Y uba county, 
was next called. 
W itness said he had a 
slight acquaintance w ith Robinson. 
First 
met him to know him two years ago. 
He 
was introduced to him by the defendant, 
M cW horter. 
In the m onth of August last 
year m et Robinson at the depot in Sacra­ 
mento, and had a conversation with him 
concerning the defendant. In the course 
of that conversation he asked witness if he 
knew where t h e ---------------------- 
Mc­ 
W horter was. W itness said he did not. 
Robinson said he would stam p the life out 
of him , and wanted witness to tell him so. 
Robinson repeated his threat concerning 
McW horter, adding a filthy expression. 
Subsequently witness met M cW horter, and 
told him w hat Robinson had said. 
About 
the 8th of August was at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel in Sacramento, and saw Robinson 
across the street talking to Mr. Lowry, of 
Marysville. 
Lowry afterward crossed the 
street and related to witness what Robin­ 
son had said to hint. 
W itness went to 
Marysville that evening and saw McW hor­ 
ter and told him of the threats comm uni­ 
cated to witness. 
He also told M cW horter 
that he did not think it safe for him to go 
where Robinson was unless prepared to de­ 
fend himself, 
in that same conversation 
M cW horter told witness that he would be 
obliged to go to .Sacramento on the follow­ 
ing day on im portant business and desired 
witness to go with him. W itness repeated 
his warning to M cW horter to avoid Robin­ 
son. 
Mr. Johnson asked witness if District 
Attorney Forbes had stated, in the pres­ 
ence of witness and M cW horter, that Rob­ 
inson had been run out of a house of ill- 
fame during a fire. 
The prosecution objected, and the de­ 
fense argued that, inasmuch as the prose­ 
cution insisted upon introducing the para­ 
graph from the Marysville Democrat in 
which that charge was made against Rob­ 
inson, the defense should be allowed to 
prove it. 
Now the defense were prepared 
to prove that such publications were not 
made through malice, as alleged, but were 
based upon the very best of authority—the 
District Attorney of Yuba county—one of 
the prosecution's own witnesses. 
Mr. Johnson proceeded to declare that 
the defense was prepared to prove every 
charge made in the columns of defendant's 
paper against Robinson, even to the extent 
of being a bribe-taker and a frequenter of 
houses of ill-fame. 
General H art denied the right of the de­ 
fense to attem pt to prove a fact by state­ 
ments made by parties on the public street, 
as hearsay. 
Robinson’s private character 
was not properly in question. The de­ 
fendant could not justify the publication, 
even were it true. It was a m atter between 
Robinson and his wife, and concerned no­ 
body else. 
T he Court said that in a case of libel the 
defendant would cf course be allowed to 
prove the fact charged. In this case the 
articles were admitted in evidence to show 
the state of m ind of Robinson in assault­ 
ing the defendant, and the defendant should 
be permitted to show, if possible, that the 
charges were not made sim ply through 
malice, unsupported by reliable inform a­ 
tion. 
The witness said that the information 
contained in the publication referred to 
was afforded the defendant under the cir­ 
cumstances named. 
On cross exam ination witness said he 
had no interest in the Marysville Democrat. 
He knew little about Robinson, and was 
neither a friend of his, nor was he preju­ 
diced against him . The impression of the 
witness was that he had never heard of the 
affair concerning the house of ill-fame until 
Forbes related it, 
[The cross-examination 
of witness was long and tedious, but re­ 
lated to m inor m atters ihat would have 
little interest to 
the 
average 
reader.] 
Among other things witness stated, in an­ 
swer to questions, that he had been engaged 
as counsel for the plaintiffs in suits against 
hydraulic miners, and had never been 
counsel for the m iners in such litigation. 
He did not get the impression from the 
threats made by Robinson that his desire 
was to simply frighten defendant and cause 
him to cease attacking bint in the Democrat. 
On the contrary, witness 
regarded the 
m atter as very serious. 
W hen witness first 
communicated Robinson's threats to Mc­ 
W horter the latter, as near as witness could 
recoileot. remarked that he thought it was 
braggadocio on Robinson's part. 
W itness 
tried subsequently to impress upon Mc­ 
W horter that it was a very serious m atter. 
J. B. Hobson, recalled : Witness said he 
had been a quartz, drift and hydraulic 
m iner in Placer county tor several years ; 
knew T. G. Robinson, the deceased, for 
about eight m onths prior to his death ; had 
financial transactions with 
deceased in 
May, 1886; agreed to pay him $200 a m onth 
for the privilege of running the hydraulic 
m ine near Iowa Hill ; paid him $200 a 
m onth for two m o n th s; the understanding 
was that Robinson was not to inform on 
witness : met him afterward in Colfax, and 
he said he would have to stop this thing 
unless more money w ire paid. 
W itness 
asked how much would be required, and 
Robinson said he would require 10 per 
cent, of the output of the mine. H e asked 
witness what the mine was yielding, aud 
witness replied, "A bout $20.000" [for the 
season]. 
Robinson said he knew it was 
paying more than that, front the records of 
the express company. 
W itness declined to 
pay the 10 per cent., and Robinson threat­ 
ened to have the m ine shut down. Subse­ 
quently the mine was shut down. Robin­ 
son told witness he thought that for a 
couple of thousand dollars a stipulation 
m ight be procured by which the injunction 
could he so modified as to perm it witness to 
operate his drift and quartz mines and 
clearing bedrock. 
Robinson told witness 
about the publication in the Marysville 
Democrat concerning himself, and Robinson 
was very ancry. W itness suggested that he 
see M cW horter and have an understanding 
w ith him . 
Robinson declared he would 
do nothing of the kind, but would kill 
M cW horter, the — ---------, on sight. 
Recess till 1:30. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On the reassembling of Court General 
H art proceeded to cross-examine Mr. Hob 
son. and in reply to interrogatories witness 
testified that he is at present engaged in 
drift and quartz m ining, and formerly was 
engaged in hydraulic m ining; m any years 
ago was a plumber in Sacramento, and did 
the plum bing work on the State Capitol. 
Counsel asked if he was the person 
whose work was the subject of an official 
investigation. 
The ¿defense objected to the question, 
and the Court sustained the objection. He 
said that life wonid be too short to go into 
investigations of this character. 
Witness, resuming, said that he is also 
engaged at this time in fruit-growing and 
newspaper publishing; is part publisher of 
the Mining and Industrial Advocate. 
His 
associates are E. G. W aite 
and W in. 
Ralston. 
H is hydraulic mines are on 
tributaries of the north fork of the A m eri­ 
can river. 
Do not know where C. E. 
Sexey lives, hut have heard it was at Marys­ 
ville. 
After the interview referred to with 
Robinson suit was commenced against wit­ 
ness by the county of Sacramentos for 
operating his m ine. W itness said he did 
not know anything about Sexeys connec­ 
tion with the Anti-Debris Association, 
only by hearsay; could not say that he 
had ever seen Sexey. In the contest be­ 
tween the vailey people and the hydraulic 
m iners witness’ sym pathies were in behalf 
of his own interests. 
Hart—When was it you said you bribed 
Robinson ? 
W itness—I have not said I bribed Robin­ 
* son. I allowed him to blackmail me out 


of $200 a m onth. 
Understood that Robin­ 
son was employed in preventing enjoined 
m ines from operating; knew that he was 
serving papers in th at section in 1886; 
asked Robinson if it was not dangerous 
for him to take money while acting as a 
Deputy United States Marshal. 
Robinson 
said he was not a Deputy Marshal, except 
for the purpose of serving papers; that it 
was a private m atter that concerned him ­ 
self. The proposition came from Robin­ 
son. 
W itness considered that he was do­ 
ing a lawful business until lawfully stopped. 
H is mine had not then been enjoined, and 
he desired to avoid, as long as possible, 
having his m ine enjoined. 
W itness re­ 
peated that he believed it lawfnl and hon­ 
est to operate his m ine 
until 
legally 
stopped. 
He could not be reported to the 
Courts, because there was no action against 
h im ; the money paid to Robinson was to 
prevent, for as long as possible, any action 
being brought. W itness said that he had 
told [several persons of the demand made 
upon him by Robinson, and of paying the 
latter the money referred to. 
Question — You had a bitter feeling 
against Mr. Robinson, hadn't you. 
W itness—I had not the same respect fur 
him that I would have for an honest man. 
Resuming, witness said he heard a man 
say at the Capital Hotel that hydraulic 
m iners were coming down here to testify to 
certain things, and if they did they would 
be arrested. 
W itness then consulted an at­ 
torney to ascertain whether or not he would 
crim inate himself in testifying to certain 
facts. Referring to the alleged inability of 
Robinson to use his arm s dexterously, wit­ 
ness said Robinson m ounted his horse with 
great ease, as if he had lull use of his arms. 
W itness was asked if he had told either 
M cW horter or Judge Craddock about his 
transaction w ith Robinson, and replied 
that he had never seen either of them be­ 
fore the commencement of this trial. H e 
could not remember whom he had told 
of the contract w ith Robinson. The agree­ 
m ent was made some tim e in May, 1886, in 
a saloon on M ontgomery street, San F ran­ 
cisco. It was at Colfax, on the 29th day of 
June, when witness paid him the last $200. 
W itness met Robinson by appointm ent on 
the arrival of the overland train, at night. 
Question—Are you aware of the fact that 
Mr. Robinson, as the employe of Sexey & 
Co., had nothing to do with the mines on 
the American river? 
W itness—Robinson told me that he bad. 
H e said he was serving papers in Nevada 
and Placer counties. 
It was generally re­ 
ported that Robinson was taking money 
from the m iners all along the line. Rob­ 
inson demanded $200 at the first interview, 
in May, 18S6; lie said he m ust have it— 
that he had to divide with others. W itness 
paid him again on the 29th of June, when 
they failed to agree on a new contract. At 
that tim e Robinson said the m ine was tak­ 
ing out a great deal of money; that its 
operations could he witnessed from the 
railroad, and that it would take consider­ 
able money to prevent interference. 
If the 
m ine was putting out $25,000 for the sea­ 
son, he (Robinson) m ust have $2,500. "Wit­ 
ness refused to give it, and their agreement 
ended. On the 7tli day of August, three 
days before the homicide, Robinson served 
injunction papers on witness, and some­ 
thing was said to the effect that the latter 
had better see Sexey. 
Robinson said he 
would introduce witness to Sexey, if de­ 
sired, and had no doubt tiiat for a couple 
of thousand dollars a stipulation m ight be 
procured that would effect a modification 
of the injunction so that witness m ight 
operate on a certain pian. 
"Question—Did you consider it honest for 
you to pay the money to Robinson ? 
W itness—If a highwayman were to meet 
me on the road and demand 
m y money 
I would consider it perfectly honest on my 
part to hand him over m y m oney in order 
to protect m y life. 
The cross-examination of witness con­ 
tinued till 3:15. and embraced m any ques­ 
tions and answers of no S[iecial interest to 
the reader. 
Samuel Peck was the next witness called. 
W itness is a m iner at Blue Canyon, Placer 
county. The m ine operated is the Taylor 
mine. W itness was asked if lie ever had 
any transaction with Robinson concerning 
the running of his mine. H e said he had, 
but declined to say what sum, if any, he 
had paid to Robinson, on the ground that 
he m ight crim inate himself. 
On cross-examination the prosecution 
demanded to know w hat m oney trans­ 
actions he had had with Robinson, and 
witness denied th at he had any. 
Mr. Johnson then asked witness why he 
had refused to testify, on the ground of 
crim inating himself, if he had no trans­ 
actions with Robinson. 
Again witness 
said he had m oney transactions with Rob­ 
inson, and again declined to testify on the 
ground of crim inating himself. 
By general consent of Court, prosecution 
and defense the witness was dismissed. 
D. B. Lowry, of Marysville, was next 
called. 
Was on friendly terms with the 
deceased, and also with the defendant. Had 
a conversation in front of the Capital Hotel, 
in Sacramento, wiLh Robinson on the 8th 
of August last. lie askedwitness where Mc­ 
W horter was. 
W itness said lie supposed 
McW horter was in Marysville. Robinson 
said McW horter had lied about him. and 
he would stam p the g 
s out of him. 
W itness informed M cW horter of these 
threats. 
On cross-examination, witness said the 
conversation was begun by Robinson, who 
said M cW horter hadn't friends enough in 
Marysville to prevent him from carrying 
out his purpose to stam p M cW horter’s 
g 
s out. 
On being informed of the 
threat, 
McW horter 
rem arked 
that he 
guessed Robinson w ouldn't whip anybody. 
The prosecution recalled Mr. Hobson, 
who testified that Robinson told him. while 
riding on horseback, that he would kill 
McW horter on sight. 
Before saying this. 
Robinson referred to m atters concerning 
him self charged by the Marysville Demo­ 
crat. 
W itness advised him nut to get into 
any trouble about it, that perhaps it could 
be explained. 
Robinson did say some­ 
thing about the effect these publications 
liad upon his wife, and was in a very angry 
stale of mind. This conversation wa3 on 
August 7, 1S86—[three days prior to the 
homicide]. 
O. D. Campbell, of Nevada county, for­ 
merly a hydraulic miner, was next called. 
He was asked if his company bail ever paid 
any money to Robinson, and declined to 
answer on the ground of crim inating'him ­ 
self. 
On cross-examination witness said he 
had never had any money transaction with 
Robinson. 
J. E. H ollingshtad. of W heatland, Yuba 
county, was next called. W itness had a 
conversation with Robinson about articles 
in the Marysville Democrat. 
At Robinson’s 
renuest, witness sent a copy of the paper to 
Robinson. 
He addressed it through the 
mail to Mr. T. G. Robinson, Sacramento. 
A. F. Lashells, of 5 'uba county, was next 
called. W itness said he called on defend­ 
ant in the Sacramento City Prison a cou­ 
ple of days after the shooting. 
He heard a 
conversation between M cW horter and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Forbes, of Yuba. The latter 
remarked that he was glad the trouble did 
not occur in Yuba, as he would have to 
prosecute, him . 
M cW horter replied that 
lie regretted it occurred anywhere. W it­ 
ness said he did not hear M cW horter say 
it had to come off anyhow, and lie had 
looked out that it did notcom eoff in Yuba. 
Was in the cell during the interview. The 
other persons present were Messrs. Clark. 
Collins and another man. 
On cross-examination witness said lie 
had not looked up any testimony for the 
defendant. 
He was subpenaed at W heat­ 
land only last night, and did not know 
why he was called as a witness. 
He was 
in the cell with M cW horter before the 
other parties called, and witness remained 
until after they had all left. 
Charles A. Jenkins was the next called. 
W itness was proprietor of the State House 
Hotel in August last. On the 10th of that 
month T. G. Robinson called and asked if 
McW horter was 
stopping 
there. 
[No 
cross examination.] 
J. B. Hobson again took the stand, and 
said that Senator Filcher, of Placer, was 
one of the persons whom he had told of 
the contract with Robinson regarding the 
running of the mine. 
C. C. Dnhane, of 
Smartsville, Yuba 
county, was next called. 
He testified that 
lie knew both Robinson and McWhorter. 
His relations with Robinson were friendly. 
H e knew that M cW horter had been in 
Sacramento corresponding for his paper. 
Robinson told witness that the first time 
he saw McW horter he would wear him out 
on the ground. A few days afterward 
witness told this to M cW horter, and ad­ 
vised him to go away from Sacramento 
and avoid trouble with Robinson, and that 
he (witness) would attend to his corre­ 
spondence for him . 
On cross-examination witness admitted 
that he was employed to watch the move­ 
ments of the so-called anti-hydraulic spies. 
Never went around for the purpose. It was 
a few days before the homicide that be told 
M cW horter of the threats made by Robin­ 
son. 
W itness advised Robinson that he 
had better subm it to those newspaper at­ 
tacks—that tbev did not am ount to any­ 
thing. 
He had himself been called a 
horse-thief, a vandal, etc., by certain news­ 
papers, but did not 
consider 
that 
it 
amounted to a9 much as the snap of one’s 
finger. 
EV ENING SESSION. 
John M nrphv was called to the stand. 
"Witness >s a resident of W heatland; got 


acqnainted with T. G. Robioson in May, 
1885, and with the defendant at about the 
same time. 
W itness said that about July, 
1885, he introduced M cW horter to Robin­ 
son. 
H e was employed by the Supervisors 
of Yuba county to-perform certain duties 
| under the instruction of Mr. Robinson. 
Pending the arrival of General H art, 
witness was called front the stand tem por­ 
arily, and T. 1’. Kestner, of W heatlaud, was 
called. 
He testified to a conversation be­ 
tween T. G. Robinson and Mr. Hollings- 
head in Juiy last regarding certain publica­ 
tions in the Marysville Democrat. Robinson 
said that if such things had been said—as 
stated to him hv Hollingaheud—he would 
“ stam p the g 
s out of tire -------------------- 
.” 
W itness had know n Robinson for 
some tim e and never noticed that he did 
not have the full use of his arms. 
H e had 
often seen Robinson have a pistol when 
traveling. 
On cross-examination witness testified 
that the conversation referred to occurred 
on the cars at Colfax. 
Robinson opened 
the conversation by stating that the con­ 
ductor on the narrow-gauge had told him 
that Benson had been driven from a house 
of ill-fame, and 
Hoilingshead replied: 
“ W hy, Robinson, I saw in the Marysville 
Democrat that it was you.” 
Then Robin­ 
son made the threat referred to. The next 
day Robinson requested Hoilingshead to 
send him a copy of the paper when he got 
home. W itness told several persons o f'h e 
threat, but believed it was not until after 
the shooting. 
. 
John M urphy then resumed his testi­ 
mony. 
He m et Mr. Robinson in Sacra­ 
mento and told him that money had been 
handed him with "no intent,” and asked 
what he (Robinson) thought he should do 
with it. 
Robinson told him to hold on to 
it and m ake ail he could out of it. [Ordered 
stricken out.] 
W itness had with him a 
copy o " the Marysville Democrat contain­ 
ing slurs on the Anti-Debris Association, 
and Robinson said that if ever the editor 
published anything about him he would 
“blow his d 
d brains out.” W itness had 
seen Robinson driving, and never noticed 
that he had not full use of his arms. 
On cross-examination, witness stated that 
he had talked with counsel for the defense 
about his testimony. H e was questioned 
at some length regarding his past life, 
where he had worked, etc. 
He said that he 
introduced M cW horter to Robinson after 
the iatter had made threats (June, 1885) 
against M cW horter. The introduction was 
given at M cW horter's request, who said he 
wanted to have a talk w ith Robinson. 
The next witness called was L. L. Robin­ 
son, of Contra Costa county. W itness testi­ 
fied that he was interested in farming, m in­ 
ing and other kinds of business. 
H e was a 
prom inent member of the Miners' Associa­ 
tion. 
First knew T. G. Robinson in 1882, 
when he was in the employ of the A nti­ 
Debris Association. 
Met him often after 
that, and frequently noticed that he carried 
a pistol. 
He was never in the employ of 
witness, but witness had loaned him money 
at times, which had not been repaid. W it­ 
ness was asked if he was under any obliga­ 
tion to Robinson that would w arrant the 
latter in borrowing money from him . 
On cross-examination, witness said there 
was never any contract between him and 
Robinson. 
As to the question of Mr. 
Robinson's integrity and honesty of pur­ 
pose, that was a m atter between Mr. Robin 
son and his own conscience. 
The witness 
m ight have an opinion in the m atter, but 
did not care to defame Mr. Robinson. 
General Iiarf questioned witness severely 
on this point, and asked witness if he 
would give or loan any person m oney as a 
bribe. 
W itness said a person m ight buy 
his peace. 
General H art—W ell, you did not have 
your peace, did you ? 
W itness—I had. as long as I loaned Rob­ 
inson money. 
After I discontinued the 
loans I had not. 
Question—Did you loan him money with 
the understanding that you were buying 
your peace ? 
W itness—There was no understanding 
Between us. I never asked him any ques­ 
tions. 
The cross-examination of this witness 
was vigorous, but he adhered to his former 
statements. 
Ex-Senator Cross, of Nevada, was next 
called. W itness said he had met T. G. 
Robinson a few tim es; also knew the de­ 
fendant, M cW horter. H ad a conversation 
with the latter regarding the threats made 
against him by Robinson, of which witness 
had heard. 
W itness m et McW horter on 
the street in this city, and told him he had 
heard of threats made against hint. 
Mc­ 
W horter first told witness w hat he had 
heard, and witness told McW horter that 
the threats, were the same that he had 
heard. 
W itness was asked what advice, if 
any. witness gave M cW horter, but the 
prosecution objected, aud it was ruled out. 
W itness said that the defendant had a cor­ 
respondent's desk in the Senate in July 
and August of last year. After the conver­ 
sation regarding the threats, witness said to 
M cW horter that Robinson was a much 
larger man than himself, and lie had bet­ 
ter keep out of his way and go to Marys­ 
ville. "That afternoon M cW horter was not 
ar his desk. Some days later witness met 
defendant here, and he said he was obliged 
to—[Here the the witness was interrupted 
and not allowed to finish the answer.] 
T he cross-examination brought out no 
additional facts. 
A. S. M ePhetridge was called. W itness 
is a resident of Sutter county. 
First met 
Robinson in June. 1885. Have known Mc­ 
W horter about eighteen m onths. 
H ad a 
conversation with the latter concerning an 
alleged escapade oí T. G. Robinson in Ne­ 
vada. 
Witnpsa told M cW horter w hat he 
was told, that Robinson had been com­ 
pelled to leave a house of ill-fame because 
of a fire. 
W itness got his information from 
E. I!. MePhetridge, whose headquarters 
were at Nevada City, of which fact witness 
informed M cW horter at ltie time. 
On cross-examination wi'.uess’ testimony 
did not m aterially differ from that on his 
direct exam ination. 
At a little before 9 o'clock r. m . the Court 
adjourned until 10 o'clock this morning.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


W hat They Saw from the Dom e. 
On their return from their imprisonment 
in the tower of the State Capitol yesterday. 
Assemblymen Mann, Seary, Curry and 
Colbert refused to be interviewed by re­ 
porters. The Sergeant-at-Arms, however, 
was more communicative, and relates his 
trouble and experience with his prisoners 
as follows : “ They attempted tohribe me 
before reaching the second stairway leading 
into the dome. Finding that I would not 
listen to any overtures, and on my assur­ 
ance that the penalty imposed must be 
paid, I finally, with much difficulty, suc­ 
ceeded in getting them into the uppermost 
part of the dome." 
As these four statesmen stood there, 240 
feet above the earth, they took in a view of 
the beautiful city spread out before them 
and for a moment the sight seemed to re­ 
pay them for their climbing up the rounds 
of the ladder of statesmanship. Mann tried 
to take out a policy on the Sergeant-at- 
Arms' life, but was not successful. Curry 
was noticed with a powerful field glass 
focused on Oroville. 
“ What are you doing?” asked Colbert. 
“ I’m taking in the site of the proposed 
Normal School of Northern California.' 
‘‘Ah. there!" said Seary. 
‘‘That's 
Henry’s bili, and he is the man who intro­ 
duced the resolution to coniine us in the 
tower. 
No Branch Normal School in 
mine.” 
•‘ Nor in mine,” chimed in the ether 
three.” 
“ Do you see that little town over there?” 
injured Mann. “ Well, that’s lone, where 
Brusie came front. He wanted to have us 
fined $40 each. We’ll lay tor him.” 
“ Do you see that sand plain, covered 
with cactus, way off there in the south?” 
asked Colbert. “ Well, that is what is 
called Los Angeles. The old gentleman 
who wished to be confined in the well for 
a space of two hours, at our expense, is a 
representative from that place. It that res­ 
olution had carried we would have been 
rendered bankrupt.” 


C alifornia F ru it Uniou. 
The Directors of the California Fruit 
L'nion met in executive session in this city 
yesterday, at the office of W. R. Strong & 
Co. The method of marketing fruit for 
shipment was discussed at great length, but 
no definite system adopted. It is evident 
that the greatest harmony exists between 
the grower and shipper. ' The differences 
of the past are buried, and a unity of action 
is now assured which must greatly add to 
the prosperity of all concerned. It is the 
opinion of some of the Directors that the 
interest of the l'nion will be best served by 
the appointment of two managers, having 
equal power and receiving an equal salary, 
one to he a shipper and the other a grower; 
the headquarters of the former tobe in Sac­ 
ramento, with power to prepare fruit trains 
and to control the distribution of all fruits 
consigned to the Union : the other man­ 
ager to take charge of the Eastern branch 
of the work, to appoint and have control of 
all agents, and to gradually introduce the 
auction system in the various cities of the 
East. This idea of having two managers 
with equal power is opposed by others of 
the Directory who favor having but one 
general manager, who shall itave thepower 
to select such assistant managers as in His 
judgment may be necessary. These Di­ 
rectors are of the opinion that the responsi­ 
bility should be centered in one manager, 
and it should be left for him to determine 
by experience whether Chicago or Sacra­ 
mento should be made his principle head­ 
quarters. assuming that lie would place a 
competent assistant at the-point of lesser 
importance. No conclusion was arrived at, 
and the Board of Trustees adjourned, to 
meet in San Francisco on Monday, March 
14th, when the selection of the manager or 
managers will most likely be made.

OUR CITY DEBT. 


AN' INTERESTING DISCUSSION' CON­ 
CERNING ITS VARIOUS PHASES. 


Judge IV. H. Beatty Gives Some 
Pointed Truths—Who Arc the 
Friends of the City ? 


C hances a t tiis S ta te F ein tin g O f­ 
fic e .—The new Superintendent of State 
Printing has been using the guillotine, and 
among the heads that have dropped are 
those of John Simpson, who has been in 
the press-room of the establishment since 
the office was organized—under Republi­ 
cans and Democrats alike; and Henry Ogg, 
also employed in the press-room. C.M. 
Stoneman. the engineer, a son of the ex­ 
Governor, who desired to have him re­ 
tained, was unfortunately “ at outs ” with 
Superintendent Shoaff before the latter re­ 
ceives! his appointment, and their relations 
were of such a character that the Superin­ 
tendent was “ dead set ” against him. and, 
as the baseball people say. “ released ” him 
as soon ns practicable.

The Senite Judiciary Committee last 
evening had under consideration Senator 
Dray’s bill amending the statutes approved 
March 25,1872, providing for the redemp­ 
tion of the funded indebtedness of the city 
of Sacramento. As this is a measure of 
considerable local importance, the atten­ 
dance of citizens was quite large, among 
whom were merchants, members of the 
Board of Trade, prominent at’.omeys and 
city officials. Senator Clunie, Chairman of 
the committee, invited the author of the 
bill to address the assemblage. Mr. Dray 
came forward and said he was engaged in 
committee work elsewhere and introduced 
Judge W- H. Beatty, whom he said was an 
advocate of the measure and appeared in 
behalf of those who desired its passage. 
Judge Beatty said that the advocates and 
opponents of this bill in their arguments 
had covered so wide a field that it would 
be necessary to give a chronological sketch 
of the whole subject matter. He saw in 
the room opponents of the measure, and he 
desired them, at any time he made a mis­ 
representation of facts, to correct him as he 
went t^ang. 
Mr. Anderson here interrupted by say­ 
ing he would like first to discuss the con­ 
stitutionality of the measure. If he could 
satisfy the committee, as he believed he 
could, that the proposed measure was un­ 
constitutional, then it would be unneces­ 
sary to go into the minor details as to the 
merits of the bill. 
Judge Beatty said the bill had been con­ 
sidered bv the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly. They ascertained that points 
were involved that as yet had not been 
adjudicated in the Courts. They referred 
it to the Committee ou Municipal Corpora­ 
tions for hearing of the facts, and recom­ 
mended, if such a measure was needed, to 
pass it, and let its constitutionality be de­ 
cided in the proper Courts. Enacting the 
law could do no harm. If it is unconstitu­ 
tional it could be of no service, and the op­ 
position on that score was without weight. 
Prior to 1858 this city was deeply in­ 
volved. It had a floating debt of $1,500,000. 
That year the old Charter was abolished 
and the Consolidation Act, consolidating 
the city and county, passed. The city au­ 
thorized tHe issuance of $1,009,000 tliirty- 
year bonds, at 6 per cent, with interest- 
bearing coupons attached. Of this amount, 
$1,540,000 was issued payable in 1888, 1893, 
1S98 and 1903. The same bill provided for 
a sinking and interest fund, and for two or 
three years the interest was paid as fast as 
it matured. In the winter of 1861-62 came 
the memorable and disastrous floods. The 
levees were broken and washed away and 
the city almost obliterated. The only rail­ 
road then running to this city—the Sacra­ 
mento Valley—changed its terminus to 
Freeport; property values depreciated 
to almost nothing, the luture of the city 
was ruined, no one had faith in its stabil­ 
ity, and as a consequence, under this de­ 
pression, the apparent hopeless ruin of the 
town, those bonds depreciated until they 
sold as low 13, 15 and 18 cents on the dol­ 
lar. When, in a short time afterwards, the 
town began to recuperate, the bonds began 
to appreciate. The amount paid into this 
sinking ami interest fund was only about 
half the amount that fell due, so that the 
city was going into arrears on interest an­ 
nually about $46,000. In 1872 we find that 
the amount of interest due was $400,000, 
and the principal $1,500,000. That being the 
case, many plans were suggested to get the 
city out of the difficulty, some method by 
which the debt in time could be extin­ 
guished. In 1862 an Act containing an 
annuity provision was passed ; in 1863 it 
was continued. In 1864 an Act was passed 
levying a special tax for a sinking fund tor 
the purchase of bonds by Trustees, of not 
over 50 cents on $100. Six special laws, 
representing as many different plans, were 
passed from 1862 to 1866. At that time 
bonds were ruling from 15 to 20 cents. 
These Acts all fell still-born. Never was 
there a dollar of lax levied under any of 
them. 
In the year 1872 the debt had largely ac­ 
cumulated, and going behind on interest at 
the rate of $-14,000 per annum, the princi­ 
pal not being due. In that year an Act 
was passed providing for the levy of a tax, 
not less than 10 cents nor more than 35 on 
each $100, to create a fund to be placed in 
the hands of Trustees to be known as the 
Funded Debt Commissioners, who were to 
go into the market and buy up the indebt­ 
edness by paying not more than 35 cents 
far the bonds and past due coupons; 
hold them until they became due, reinvest, 
and buy in the name of the Trustees 
for the benefit of the city. A Commission 
was thus created to whom was given the 
proceeds of an extra special tax. This 
Commission bought its bonds and past due 
coupons, held them until they became 
payable, drew the money, used it for the 
purchase of others, and in this way pro­ 
ceeded to gather in this outstanding indebt­ 
edness. It was supposed that by such a 
course in about eleven years they would 
extingtish the debt. However, tliey 
were not permitted to pursue this 
wise financial course uninterruptedly. 
Some six years ago the city got into unne­ 
cessary litigation, the funds were tied up, 
and for the time the efficiency of this Com­ 
mission was destroyed. In nine years they 
received from taxes, etc.. $212,080 20. 
With that they bought for $156.000, $178,­ 
200 of the bonds, also $450,000 past due 
coupons—in fact more than one-third of 
the debt of the city, which at that time in 
round numbers was something over $2,­ 
000,000, and hold it to-day in trust for the 
city.in 1881, the last year the Commission was 
allowed to operate, the city got into 
litigation by undertaking to repudiate its 
debt, claiming that coupons four years past 
due were invalid. The city was mandam- 
used by the bond-holders. Others less than 
four years due also brought suit, and, in 
consequence, the Treasurer could pay 
neither. 
For five years the money, 
some $300,000 or $400,Ó00, accumulated in 
the Treasury, where it remained until the 
Court compelled its payment. Of that 
payment the Funded Debt Commission 
received $140,000 on the coupons they 
held. 
With that amount they went 
out and brought what they could get. 
Under the existing statute the Commis­ 
sioners are restricted to the purchase of 
bonds at 35 cents or under, past due 
coupons, or Sacramento County bonds. 
The city bonds are worth more than 35 
cents. The coupons are held at suclt a fig­ 
ure as not to be a profitable investment, 
and Sacramento county bonds are lieid by 
individuals, and not in the market. Some 
years ago, bondholders became uneasy, 
cut tlieir coupons off. sold them and 
Daniel Meyer, Sam. Davis and a few specu­ 
lators bought them and are holding for a 
big price. The Commission don’t want 
them. They want now to change that 
statute so they can invest the money in 
their hands, and that may come into their 
hands, in other and better securities. Let 
us enlarge the manner of investment. 
The opposition seems to be opposed to 
fighting these Shyloeks. The object of 
this bill is to allow us to invest so as to 
make something for the city, and money 
thus diverted will compel tliese Shyloeks, 
many of whom purchased their bonds at 
from fifteen to twenty cents on the dollar, 
and who are now demanding the last 
pound of llesh, to come to better terms. 
I appear before you in behalf of the 
Funded Debt Commissioners and the Sac­ 
ramento Board of Trade. 
In speaking of the merits ot this bill. 
Judge McKune, in a pathetic appeal in the 
columns of the Bee,says he hopes this Leg­ 
islature will “ let this enp pass from us." 
In order to show the falsity of the state­ 
ment made by Judge McKune, and his at­ 
tempt to misinterpret, misquote and mis­ 
lead this people by his insidious article in 
the Bee, he said he would read the statute, 
and at the same time the proposed amend­ 
ment. comparing one with the other, show­ 
ing the proposed changes and what they 
were for. 
The amendment says a special tax shall 
be levied for the sinking and interest fund 
of “ not less than 1 cent, nor more than 
35." The statute as it stands says “not ¡ess 
that 10 cents, nor more than 35. 
What ¡3 
proposed? Why, it is simply to allow the 
Trustees to levy a lower tax. Now. the 
lowest they can levy is 10 cents. Under 
this bill they can levy as low down as 
1 cent, and if the money cannot be in­ 
vested to good advantage, it is better 
in the taxpayer's pocket or business 
than locked up in the vaults of the treas­ 
ury. When these bondholders find that 
we will conduct this on strictly business 
principles, then, and not till then, can we 
accomplish wbat we desire. It is no use 
to raise money out of taxpayers to invest 
where they can only get five per cent, for 


such investments. It is worth more to 
them as individuals. 
Another change made in the statute by 
this bill enables us to advertise for the sur­ 
render of both classes—bonds and cou­ 
pons. There will be a wider market, 
more competition, and as a natural re 
suit, better terms will be secured. 
It 
also strikes out the thirty-five cent 
limit on bonds, which precludes the 
purchase of anv at present, they being 
worth more, and n me can be obtained at 
that price. Letlsstrike that restriction out, 
and allow the Commissioners to invest in 
bonds at the best figure possible. 
The 
committee has this money to invest and 
they shotlld be allowed to go into the 
market and do the best they can with it. 
This year $SO,000 or $90,000 will come 
into the hands of this Commission. Most 
of the coupons are paid up to 1877. To be 
paid out of that money will be coupons of 
1S76 and 1878. The Funded Debt Com­ 
missioners hold of such coupons $55,000. 
Say the amount to be paid out this year is 
$85,000. Then Meyer & Co. will receive but 
$30,000, and the city the other $55,000 out 
of the $85,000. Nobody wants to repudiate 
the debt of the city. 
To abolish 
this Commission now would in effect 
wipe out all the bonds held by the Com­ 
mission, for the city cannot own its own in­ 
debtedness. The past due coupons are paid 
in the order they fall due. The Commis­ 
sion has $55,000 worth of the 1876 and 1878 
coupons. Abolish that Commission and 
Meyer A Co. got their pay for their coupons 
of ’76, ’78, and '79. The repeal of that bill 
means $350,000 hard cash, voted to Meyei 
and Davis. That is jnst what the 
City Trustees and Major Anderson want to 
do. They are willing to sacrifice $350,000 
to those men, whom they are pleased to 
denominate as shyloeks. These gentle­ 
men are confirmed and open enemies of 
this Commission. They are wildly and 
egregiously mistaken if they think thev 
are acting in the interest of the people. ' 
The Sacramento Bee, with its staff of 
legal writers—Judge McKune and Major 
Anderson—are endeavoring to mislead the 
public. No intelligent man will listen for 
a moment to such bosh and nonsense as 
Judge McKune publishes over his signa­ 
ture. It is ridiculous; it is absurd. 
He refers to the tax levy and says. 
“ The Carroll - Dray tax levy of 35 
cents.” I have explained that,'instead of 
10 cents, the lowest under the present 
statutes, this bill allows us to go down to 
one cent. Instead of paying whatever is 
asked, as intimated by Judge McKune, this 
bill allows them to refuse any and all bids. 
It is useless to refute such misrepresenta­ 
tions of fact as appear in the Bee—a paper 
which is noted for never publishing but 
one side of a question. 
Judge Beatty then read an article in the 
Bee, front the pen of Major Anderson, and 
denied that it was a truthful statement of 
facts, and claimed that it was misleading 
in many particulars, especially whenever 
be referred to the prices of 'bonds. He 
said that Mr. Treicliler, who had much 
to say against the proposed bill, was 
one who some time since was try 
ing to secure the repudiation of the 
city debt. Sacramento is prosperous. The 
conditions to day are different from those 
of 1862. The city is prosperous and her 
obligations enhanced. Her credit has in­ 
creased. The city actually holds $1,300,000 
of her debt, which in round numbers is 
$3,300,000. If it were not for this Com­ 
mission, she would owe it all. The erec­ 
tion of this Commission was a good specu­ 
lation, yet Major Anderson—astonishing as 
it may seem—claims, in face of the above 
facts, that the appointment of that Com­ 
mission was “ a public calamity.” These 
bonds are scattered all over the world, 
from Liberia to Brazil, but the major por­ 
tion ot them are in Germany. 
Judge Beatty then re'erred to the per­ 
sonnel of the Commission, and reading 
from their reports, showed with what 
economy the same had been conducted. 
The statute provided that they could em­ 
ploy a clerk at $300 per annum. This thev 
never had done, but during the fourteen 
years of the existence of the Commission 
they had done all of that work themselves. 
Mr. Anderson—If that bill could he 
voted on by the people it would be beaten 
out of sight. 
Judge Beatty—Yes, if they would listen 
to your misrepresentations of fact they 
might, but whenever the true facts arc pre­ 
sented to au intelligent body, they are 
accepted. 
At the close of Judge Beatty's statement, 
it being 10 o’clock, the committee ad­ 
journed to 10 a . m. to-day, when Major 
Anderson will be heard in opposition to 
the bill. 
Clunie O pera House. 
“ Zitka” was presented to a good hou;o 
last night by H. C. Miner s company, a 
well balanced and competent collection of 
people. A dramatic interest independent 
of the plot and acting attaches to the drama, 
from the fact that it was written by Wil- 
Carleton, who failed to induce any manl 
ager to produce it, a fact closely related to 
the tragic ending of the author's life. He 
left the MS. as a sole legacy to his infant 
child, to whom, under Miner, it is yicldit g 
a handsome profit. Those who would 
satisfy their curiosity as to the source from 
which Carleton drew itis inspiration, can 
be gratified by reading the romance 
entitled, 
“ Zitka; 
or the Trials of 
Raissa ” by the accomplished French nov­ 
elist. Henri Greville, and published by T. 
P.. Peterson A Bros., Philadelphia. Henri 
Greville is the nom de plume of a lady, 
ami whose husband for many years resided 
in Russia in an official capacity and 
afforded her opportunity to study Russian 
society life. The attempt has been made 
to crowd the whole story into the action of 
a two-and-a-balf hour drama, and as usual 
the story suffers. It fails to develop the 
purposes and motives of the characters, to 
bring about naturally the transitions from 
hate to love, and to explain apparent 
inconsistencies and unnatural situations. 
As it stands, it is at once the strangest 
mixture oi good and bad, remarkably 
strong and weak dramatic situations im­ 
aginable. Few modern plays are richer in 
striking tableaux, romantic episodes, or 
more thrilling situations, and few more 
bountiful of absurd surprisesand inefficient 
text. It opens with a shock and raises the 
question of offensiveness; but it develops 
one of the strongest, wisest and most love­ 
able female characters imaginable. In de­ 
fense of its probability, it is asserted that 
the incident on which all the action 
hinges was fact that once agitated 
Russian society. It is the story of an out­ 
rage upon a young girl; her appeal to the 
Czar for vengeance; the discovery of her 
offenders in the persons of officers of the 
Emperor’s guard; of a forced marriage; 
exile: confiscation of their estates to the 
girl; her devotion to the management of 
the property; growth of love for the chief 
offender, despite his hatred of her, and 
finally of a happy sequel, in which woman's 
wit saves the Czar's life, wins the husband 
to his wife and secures the pardon of the 
offenders. Compared with Greviile’s text, 
the lines are poor, but the action is rajiid, 
intensely strong, and the scenes fairly 
glow with dramatic fervor—one. that 
of the denunciation, rises to the level 
of the highest dramatic plane. The 
leading people. Mr. Levick and Miss 
Batchehler, are competent and strong 
in their roles. The latter by ovetmnch 
Of vigor and demonstrativeness invites the 
suspicion of insincerity and lack of gentle­ 
ness on the part of Zitka, or the Countess, 
but the lady is accomplished in her art and 
wins the sympathy of the audience at 
once. Levick is a careful and expressive 
reader and strong in dramatic action, but 
absurd in coming from a fever and after 
long illness in precisely the same costume 
in which he was married, and in which he 
was disclosed in exile. The scenery is all 
good, the support, though doubling con­ 
siderably, excellent. The play is well 
mounted, finely costumed, carefully played, 
and is so effective as to insure it good 
houses. It will be repeated to-night.

The Golden Gate Market delivery wagon 
horse entered upon a runaway yesterday 
forenoon. The driver was thrown from 
the vehicle at Tenth and M streets and con­ 
siderably bruised. 
The steamer Dover left for the upper 
Sacramento yesterday, with merchandise 
and lumber, and will bring down u barge 
load of hav from Jacinto. The San Joaquin, 
No. 4, left for San Francisco, with wood. 
The outfit cars of the Postal Telegraph 
Co., which have been located in the city for 
several days, were yesterday removed to 
Roseville, the men engaged in erecting the 
telegraph poles having reached the vicinity 
of that place. 
Arrangements are being made by J. S. 
Fritts, Superintendent of Bridges and 
Buildings, for the immediate erection at 
Norman, near Willows, of a depot to take 
the place of the one destroyed by fire sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
General Orders Nos. 1 and 2, from Gen­ 
eral Headquarters, N. G. C., just issued, 
announce to the National Guard the ap­ 
pointment of George B. Cosby as Adjutant- 
General, and 1'errie Kewen as Assistant 
Adjutant-General, with tberank of Colonel. 
F. P. Lowell came up from Palo Alto 
yesterday with the young trotting stallion 
Don Marvin, which he has recently pur­ 
chased from Governor Stanford. He is 
sired by the Electioneer stallion Fallis, out 
of a thoroughbred mare, and is said to be 
very fast. 
The Woodland Democrat illustrates the

There was a big snow-storm, accompa­ 
nied by high wind, at the northern end of 
the California and Oregon Railroad yester­ 
day, and snow-plows were being run to 
keep the road from being blocked by drifts. 
Ou “ the hill” the weather was not stormy, 
nor even threatening. 
At the meeting'of the City Trustees next 
Monday there will probably be presented a 
communication from the Board of Police 
Commissioners, explaining that the pres­ 
ent police force is inadequate to perform 
the work required of it, and requesting that 
the Trustees levy a sufficient tax for the 
support of the Department to enable the 
force to be increased to fifteen men. 
Hog cholera is working sad havoc among 
the herds of swine near Davisville. Among 
the heaviest losers are R. B. Armstrong 
and J. Rulhby, the former having lost al­ 
most his entire herd, and the latter about 
150 head. The disease has also made its 
appearance among the thoroughbred stock 
of J. Melvin, and he has lost several val­ 
uable animals. Many remedies are sug­ 
gested, but they are for the most part 
valueless, some being impracticable and 
the rest ineffectual. 
Suit has been commenced in the SiiDerior 
Court by E. J. De Pue against W. P. Cole­ 
man and F. W. Steinmeyer for $1,240 dam­ 
ages alleged to have been sustained in con­ 
sequence of defendants having “ carelessly, 
negligently and unlawfully ” left lying, 
during September, 1885, on M street, be­ 
tween Fifth and Sixth, a lot of sand and 
material, upon which plaintiff drove a 
vehicle, the result being that plaintiff re­ 
ceived injuries and his horse and buggy 
were damaged to the amount sued for. 
A few days ago three young men of this 
city went over on the Grant to do a little 
hunting on the “overflow,” but were not 
able to accomplish much until late in the 
day, when a Hock of geese was discovered 
close to the shore. The three hunters 
crawled up to close quarters and emptied 
six charges of shot into the flock, killing 
nr disabling about two dozen of the birds. 
When they went to pick up their game, 
however, they found that they had been 
shooting tame geese, and without waiting 
to bag them they slipped away. The owner 
of the fowls managed to ascertain the iden­ 
tity of one of the trio, and made him tell 
who his companions were, and the three 
had to pay for the geese without having a 
feather to take home. 
Relative to the hole, “ two feet deep,” 
which a citizen complained that the City 
Tapper had cut through the north levee at 
Nintha nd C streets, the Superintendent of 
the water works explains tlia'. in the imme­ 
diate vicinity of the hydrant in that local­ 
ity the ground is very low and without 
drainage, and whenever the hydrant was 
“ blown off” a pond of mud and water was 
created, which remained several days. It 
was deemed advisable, therefore, to conduct 
a pipe, about the size of a fire bos;, over the 
levee from the hydrant so that the water 
could be disposed of without trouble; and 
the only hole that was made was about the 
size of one of the ties, just below the rail­ 
road track, and the earth was packed down 
carefully after the pipe was put in place. 
Stubbed by His Partner. 
About 6:30 last evening, H. Borzone and 
C. A. Bertagna, proprietors of the Alta 
saloon, on Third street, between J and K, 
got into a dispute over some matter, and 
the latter, who is somewhat smaller than 
his opponent, went after him with a chair, 
and directly afterwards drew a knife and 
stabbed him in the back on the left side, 
but the weapon struck a rib and glanced, 
inflicting.a wound about two inches long, 
but not sufficiently deep to be dangerous. 
The knife was a murderous-looking thing, 
made out of a flat file, the blade being 
nearly a foot long and about three-fourths 
of an inch wide. 
After inflicting the 
wound Bertagna left the saloon and disap­ 
peared. A surgeon was summoned and 
attended to Borzone’s injuries, which in­ 
cluded a slight hurt over the right eye. In 
response to a telephonic message, officer 
Agnew arrived from the station house and 
investigated the case, and then searched fur 
Bertagna, who has not yet been found. It 
was reported last night that he had gone 
to a ranch a short distance front the eity, 
and intended to conte back this morning 
and surrender himself. To make sure of 
his presence in Court, Chief Dillman sent 
officers ont to find him if possible.
